The amendment received 5 January 2007 has been made of record. Claims 1 
and 3-42 are pending. 

Claims 30-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Nakaya etal. 

This rejection is maintained for reasons of record with the exception that claims 1 
and 3-29 are no longer rejected. Applicants have argued that the amendment to claim 1 
renders claims 30-42 patentable due to their dependence on claim 1. The examiner 
notes that claim 30 is an independent claim and those claims which follow are 
dependent upon claim 30. 

Claims 1 and 3-29 are allowed.
